SEC co.yer the remaining 'deficit, 
lie whole budget, must be submit' 
ted to the SEC for approval. This 
year, because more students ora 
attending the university, the 
Daily s' circulation is being in- 
creased by 500 issues per day 
Following the '•Dally-, with re- 
^?,^^}?,°^ budgets, are llm 
îl^udcnls' Union ($23.029.31) and 
i'iSI '^^^ administrative offices 
Approximateiy $l'j.. 
000 of the Student's Union Expcii- 
ses comes from Students' Society 
Funds. I'he revenues come from 
profils of ilie boolt store, rentals 
and other misccllancons items. 
Tlic SEC offices have no meaii.s of 
mailing profit and lluis al|l tlicir 
expenses must be paid from Stu- 
dents' Society funds. 

The Debating Union will be spen- 
ding nearly $t.ooo this year. Slfght- 
y-more than $G00 of this will be 
taken care of by the Winter Car- 
nival registration fee. 
.. -^'oiy/^ «"cccivc $2.G00 from 
lie SEC. spending $4.830 and col- 
lée intj $2.230 in registration fees 
and donations. So far a total of 
$2.524 has been voted to the un- 
dergraduate societies. 

Freshmen Ilnccptibn is almost 
self-sufficient. Although tliey spent 
$4.190. Ihev receivè all the profits 
from the football dances and/will 
only have to. ask the SEC for $2».

In a ten • hour meeting,' - which 
ended at five o'clock yesterday 
morning. McGill's student govern- 
ment approved all but two of the 
budgets of the organizations which 
fall under Its jurisdiction. 
• The budget of the ASUS was felt 
to be "unrealistic" in certain as 
pects and that of the Law Under 
graduate Society was considered 
to be making too many demands 
on the Students': Society finanècs; 
Both budgets were rejected to be 
re-presented in ah improved form. 
' The exact figures pas.scd were: 
expenses — $IC3,GG1.54, revenue — 
$160.029.77, excess of expenses over 
revenue — $3,031.77. The budgeted 
deficit will 'be covered from ac 
cumulated surplus. - 

"In doing this'?; Wilfred Hastings 
permanent Secretary-Treasurer; of 
the Students' Society, pointed out, 
"we are pursueing the policy of 
the last four years of using up' ac- 
cumulated surplus by deficit bud- 
geting. In this way the Student 
body is getting more activities tlian 
Uiey are actually paying for."

: Thé largest budget presented to 
Council came from the "McGill 
Daily", which has operating' ex- 
penses of more than $35,000. $17,- 
000 of this will jtamQ from adver- 
tising profits and the remaining

Go, Johrihy, Go ! 

The results of Monday's municipal election reveal 
that Mr. Drapeau has regained the confidence of a lar- 
ge majority of the Montrealers who forsook him and 
voted for Mayor Fournier, in the 1957 election, This 
perhap.s can be attributed to Drapeau's careful beha-. 
viour during Fournier's term of office as well as tpi 
the ineffectual administration of the late Executive. 
Committee and. Council. , . 

But a more basic factor in the Drapeau victory,; 
we believe; was the hodge-podge collection of mayoral-i 
ty and councillor candidates placed before' the electo- 
rate. In a city where the populace is fed up with the; 
whole existing civic administrative system, the chan-, 
ces of many independent or unaffiliated candidates 
being elected to office Is slim. In such a city, voters' ' 
tend to sccTt an administration which can present a 
comprehensive reform -program. 

Mr. Drapeau was the one mayoralty candidate 
to present himself as the leader of a party represented 
by a full slate of candidates. Although a new party, 
the Civic Party of Montreal took painsstoj ^cqualnt the 
electorate with its views and policies on municipal go- 
vernment. The Civic Party advocated a parliamentary 
system for Montreal City Hall. 

Wehri the people went^to the poll.s, the domina- 
ting tendency seems to have been for them to vote for 
a uniffed slate of "candidates. In district after dis-, 
trict, Monday night, two and three Civic Party candi- 
dates were returned in lieu of long-standing and well- 
known ilndependent, incumbents. 

When it was all over, Jean Drapeau and 44 of his 
followers had received a two-year mandate to show 
■what the Civic Party can do at Clty Hall. Their ma- 
jority ^s well tailored to parliamentary-type rulei this, 
it seems clear, is what thé citizens of Montreal wan^ 
ted; and the result did, not surprise us. 1 . 
We only hope that Mr. Drapeau will not be car- 

■ Tied away with excessive zeal — many people fear 
he is prone to do .so: — and will soberly set to the task 

■ of implementing the many reforms set out in the CPM 
platform. We belieye that Drapeau and his, affiliates 
b^ve both the ability and the means to give Montreal 
the kind of government it has long needed. Let us 
hope they' set about to do Aï. ■ ' t ,

' . A few years ago the S. E. C. found a partial .solu- 
tion: it Invited, the, A.S.y.S^.tp cover 60%' of the defi- 
cit Incurred by canii^us 'clubs anâ societies which cater 
mainly to Arl.s and Science undergraduates. But, alas, 
even this drain left too much money floating aroiind. 
Hence yesterday's recurrence of. the old problem. 

Obviously, it 
seém's to' us, lh'^al!ôv/îng'~thé A.S.U.S. to sponsor one 
of McGill's major campus activities, perhaps in con- 
junction wi til another undergraduate society which 
hîia too much money, suchjas the, Engineering group. 
.Perhaps the çoini|fjlttçe, appointed by the S.E.C. could 
look Into the advisaiulib', for example, of'allowlnjf the 
A.S.U.S. Jind the' E.U.S...to jointly spon.sor the Mc- 
Gill Conference on World Affjiir.s.

"The challenge of our day 
confronts us ; have" we' got 
tiie courage to face it? We 
inust give our answer now". 

There were the final words of 
the narrator of "Aldermaston, 
I9S8". a film shown at the first 
meeting of the McGill:. chapter 
of the .Combined Universities 
Campaign for Nuclear Disarma- 
ment, held yesterday. A tallc by 
Dimitri Roussopoulos, Campaign 
Chairman of CUCND coricluded 
the meeting. 

The film' described the first 
protest march from London to 
the British centre of Il-Bomb ma 
nufacture, Aldermaston. The 
number of marchers has swelled 
from 0,000 in the first march to 
126.000 in the final leg of the 
1960 march. 

A folic song improvued by the 
marchers revealed their feelings 
on the .subject: 

Laxt night I lay a dreainino . . . 
1 dreamed the bomb, had dropped 
A million people tcefe dead. 

...You gave the poltd'cian* Ihcir 
[poiccr 

You suit: in front of the T.V. 
You- could have forced them to 
.' " [ban it. 

You ■ could have made them 
. • [agree". 

After the film, Mr. Roussopou- 
los asked "If the British can do 
it, why can't we?" lie went on to 



explain exactly what CUCND is: 
a non-political organization ol 
students and faculty for the uni- 
lateral denunciation of nuclear 
weapons by Canada". 

. "This would be a bold new 
step,, proving Canada's sincerity 
and enabling her to become a lea- 
der of the middle powers. The 
middle powers could then put 
pressure on the (wo great po- 
wers to secure abolition of nu- 
clear weapons", Mr. Roussopou- 
los continued. , 

- 'The United States has enough 
weapons to destroy Russia; Rus- 
sia caif do the same to the U.S.: 
this has crbated an international 
deadlocki .but the deadlock can 
not go on forever. Nuclear wca 
pons are spreading throughout 
the world; such countries as West 
Germany and Italy will have 
them: the danger of a nuclear 
war increases all the time".-. 

'^RetSg' i^he acUvitlw of 
the Canadian CUCND. Mr. Rous- 
sopoulos stated that the organ! 
lation. csUblished last year, has 
grown to eight university chap 
ters. Last year, a petition bearing 
1100 signatures was brought to 
Ottawa by 100 representatives 



Montreal university students will 
participate. This should be the 
.\ldermaslon of Canada" Mr. 
Roussopoulos said. 

On Armistice Day, a procession 
of Montreal students will march 
1 through Montreal, leaving the 
Roddick Gates at 12:15 and lay- 
ing a wreath at the cenotaph at 
Dominion Square,- while in To- 
ronto a Folk Fcsllv*!^ sponsored 
by University- students will be 
held at Massey Hall.

It is unfortuiinte that the Blues, with such talented personnel, 
utilize such an unimaginative attack. Coach White has not changed 
his attack for years and each season he attempts to fit his personnel 
into a standardized offensive system. The success of the Toronto 
team in recent years has resulted, not from outnianoeuverine their 
opponents, but simply by overwhelming them. 

. , . NUMBERS GAME 

Whereas Queens or, 'Western will beat you by a blocked kick, 
a brilliant run, orvan eighty yard pass play, Toronto depends on 
its weight of numbers to eventually wear you down. However, rival 
teams now have the advantage of knowing that their scouting infor- 
mation will be reliable. As Toronto has very few surprises, their 
offence becomes ineffective if the power of their attack can be 
defensed. 

The Redmcn contained Toronto's running attack so effectively 
that they were forced into a belated shift to the passing game. 
The only way the Hedmen can be beaten is through tlie air, and 
had Toronto opened up the game in the first half, the Hedmen 
would have experienced more difficulty containing their ground 
game. - " 

- Offensively, McGill has been surprising. The key, of course, has 
been the quarterback and Tom Skypeck has become what was expec- 
ted of former American import, Dick Carr.: The difference is that 
Skypeck has retained his enthiisiasm .for. a game which to him 
Is still fun, a game which Carr had outgrown' before his arrival 
at McGlll. .1 
DANGEROUS DUO \' 

Last Saturday Skypeck showed a thorough' |cnowledge of the 
Toronto defence. The utilization of halfback Latnbert showed an 
ideal combination of offensive strategy. Having been intormed as 
to the excessive time he was rcceiveing on pass'plays, he began 
setting up the Blues' defensive halfback who, inddently, is normally 
a very capable halfback. Unfortunately, when Skypeck and Lambert 
were finished with him, knowledgeable observers were left rather 
with a feclinç of pity than distain for a player who had been the 
object of perhaps the best executed sequence of plays this season. 
The only constant flaw in an otherwise excellent performance, was 
the faking of trap plays .which failed to fool even the girls in 
the students' section. 

Although it Is not the {Wlicy of this column to mention players 
by name, such an outstanding performance by Skypeck and Lambert 
deserve some recognition. 

Ironically, the Redmen Achilles Heels, which is usually a lack 
of depth, may this year be their own stadium. Lack of practice 
facilities has resulted in tho eventual disappearance of what passed 
for grass in August. Comblnod with inadequate drainage, this defi- 
ciency bat resulted in «' véritable quagmire^ Miid reduces every 
thing to a common denominator, and next Saturday's game, which 
•hould be decided bv team superiority,' could possibly result lii a 
mud bath to be decided on the whim of Lady Luck,
